Surprising and important as the develop­ 
ments and influenco of the magnetic telegraph 
have been, wo have seen only the infancy—the 
flrst signs of the power—of this mighty agent 
of modem sclenoe and civilization. We under­ 
stand there is a new and remarkable invention, 
an automatic system of eelf-telegrapliing power, 
which will multiply eight or ten times the 
facilities of telegraphic commimication over 
ths present system. 
Prom the information we 
have received and from what we have seen 
there is reason to believe this is one of the 
most astonishing Inventions of the age and 
destined to produce a great revolution in the 
commerce, financial affairs, iutercourse and 
social condition of the world. 
We leara, also, 
that the government will »>e asked to test this 
invention and to take control of and use it for 
the public good. 
Congress, we hope, will not 
hesitate to investigate the matter and to make 
the necessary appropriation, first, to try the 
new system between Washington and New 
York, and theUj. If successfulj to ^biain thj 
patent and give the whole country the benefit 
of It under government control. 
Congress 
never did a better thing than when it appro­ 
priated thirty thousand dollars for putting np 
and testing the first magnetic telegraph line 
between Washington and Baltimore. 
What 
wonderful results have followed I 
Yet the 
opposition was so great that it took five years— 
that is, from 1838, when the Committee on 
Commerce first reported the bill, till 1843, 
when It was finally passed and signed by the 
President—to get this insignificant sum for 
trying the greatest invention then of the age. 
Let US hope our present Congress will prove 
Itself more enlightened. 
It should pass at 
once on reassembling Mr. Washburne’s bill 
appropriating sixty thousand dollars for an 
experimental postal telegraph line between 
New York and Washington, with an addition 
of any other sum, if necessary, to test on such 
line the new automatic system. 
It is knowu that the object of Mr. Wash- 
burne aud those who act with him in propos­ 
ing an experimental postal telegraph line is, 
if that should prove 9iicee.s8ful, to place the 
whole telegraph system of the country under 
government control. 
This is the secret of the 
determined and powerñil hostility of the exist­ 
ing telegraph monopoly to his measure. 
It 
would not only be tho entering wedge that 
must break up this monopoly, but would show, 
probably, that In ca.se of a proposition to pur­ 
chase existing lines the government could con- 
Btrnct better cues fur eight or ten mililons of 
dollars less than tho present companies would 
demand for their property. 
It is a curious 
fact that when this Invention of tho magnetic 
telegraph was first brought before Congress In 
the way mentioned tho idea was to connect its 
operations with the po.stal system. 
The in­ 
ventor, as he said in a speech at the banquet 
given to him a short time since in this city, 
was the first to propose that. 
The .Secretary 
of the Treasury at that time. Judge Woodbury, 
urged this upon Congress and tho report of the 
House Committee on Commerce was very em­ 
phatic. It strongly recommended the govern­ 
ment to take possession of the invention. 
Some of the statesmen of that day seemed to 
. have a prophet'o knowledge of what tho tele­ 
graph would become. 
But how ^uch more 
applicable are their arguments to the present 
time and state of things than to the period 
when this invention was first usedl 
Every 
argument that can bo made in favor of the 
postal service being in the hands of govern­ 
ment applies to the telegraph. 
And who will 
say, except a few Crazy theorists, that the 
postal system should be under private corpora­ 
tions or individuals? All governmente take 
charge of letter communications between their 
own people and with foreign countries. 
Why 
not of telegraphic communications 7 
This 
latter mode of communication has become as 
Importsnl an'J 
for­ 
mer, and wUt the ^pfóvem énts 
Lave 
adverted to or that must shortly be made it 
will supersede to a grant extent the business 
of the Post Office. 
But there Is another and very Important 
view to bo taken of the use and power of the 
telegraph and the necossity of its being under 
government control. 
It must become tho 
great regulator of commerce, of financial ope­ 
rations and of exchange. 
Tew will take tho 
trouble to write letleri and wait the slow pro­ 
cess of the mails when tb? facilities of tele­ 
graphing are Increased eight or ten fold. 
The 
time is at band when almost all commnnlca- 
tion will be by telegraph. 
Financial opera­ 
tions will be revolutionized. The old system of 
exchange and the profits thereon will be abol­ 
ished. 
people will ccmmunicate directly and 
freely with each otbef fhom one part of the 
country, or ot the world, tfi another. 
The 
capital of commercial Rten will be more than 
doubled in use; for initend of waiting for the 
mails they can learn instantly of the accept­ 
ance of bills or the payment and receipt of 
money, and can go to work with new opera­ 
tions. 
Indeed, far lese money or currency 
will be needed. 
The financial operations and 
condition of the banks of New York, as 
exhibited daily by tho Clearing House, where 
a hundred millions or ao of transactions aro 
represented or adjusted by a small balance of 
one or two millions, will show what an efl'ect 


Juat AA well think of letting thorn run th e 
machinery of government. 
No, the time has come when the telegraph 
should no longer be in the hands of private 
companies or individuals. 
The British gov­ 
ernment has had the sagacity to eee this, has 
piirclmned the lines In England, and on the 
1st of January next will take entire control, 
in connection with the Post Office Department, 
of all telegraphic communications. 
The great 
nations liave moved slowly in this matter, and 
have followed whut the lessor ones—such as 
Belgium aud Switzerland-have done before. 
All will have to come to it in time. 
There is 
no other way of preserving the secrecy of 
communications inviolable, of preventing mo­ 
nopolies from using tho telegraph to tho injury 
of tho public, aad of cheapening the transmis­ 
sion of messages. 
The charges for telegraph­ 
ing now are enormous and out of all propor­ 
tion to the capital actually Invested In tho 
lines. 
Under government control and in con­ 
nection with the postal service they could be 
reduced to a fifth the present rate. 
In every 
point of view, then, for the welfare of the 
public and interest of tho government, Congress 
should at once establish the experimental line 
we have spoken of and prepare the way for 
contrelling tho whole telegraph system of tho 
country. 


of the Crope—Harvest Prospects 
•t H eno and Abroad. 
The government in Washington is in daily 
receipt of written returns relative to the all- 
important matter of the probable yield of the 
coming home harvest in the snpply of oiu: two 
great national staples, corn and cotton. 
Ths 
official deduction, as at ptossnt inferred—but 
which may be materially altered by the in­ 
fluence of six or seven days of unvaried warm, 
ripening fall weather, coming after timely 
rains—!■ to the effeoi thai the corn crop idll 
be generally short, in decline of the supply as 
compared with that of the past year. 
Four­ 
teen States—three Eastern, four Western and 
seven in the South and Southwest—exhibit the 
crop as equal to, or superior to, that of 1808 
at this date, while it is anticipated that the 
produce of tho grain fields of Illinois and 
Indiana will range from twenty-five to thirty 
per cent less. 
In the two last named States 
the average expanse of acreage under cereals 
has decreased, a fact which should be borne 
In mind. 
In tho West and S outhwest the crop 
will. It is thought, bo below. 
New York, with 
the New England States, are also sol down as 
promising a deficiency. 
Texas, Ifansas and 
Arkansas will, it is thought, go far to reduce 
tho food balance as against the people, a com 
crop largely in excess of that of 1808 being 
looked for in each. 
The prospect with regard to cotton Is more 
cheering, the condition in all the States in 
which it is grown having improved since 
July. 
The cultivation has been also much 
more extensive. 
South Carolina and Ala­ 
bama make the poorest returns, which may 
perhaps be accounted for by many existing 
local causes. 
On the whole the appearance 
leads to the hope of a crop larger than 
that of last year. 
These facts with respect 
both to corn and cotton are very consoling 
as evidences of the vast Inherent wealth of our 
■oil and tho grand recuperative energy of our 
people—national blessings which, under God’s 
providence, will ever maintain oiu Independ­ 
ence at home and cause the peoples and gov­ 
ernments of the Old World to look to its with 
confidence aud hope and in a wholoHome toue 
of ro.spect. 
The subject is really vital In Europe. 
Our 
cable despatches state that the groin crops In 
Great Britain are In the most favorable condition 
The late dry and warm weather has hastened 
the ripening of the com, and on the predica­ 
tion of an early and abundant harvest, much 
of which is already gathered, the advance in 
prices had been arrested. 
An attempt !■ made 
in the same despatches to create the idea that 
the grain crop on the Contlnont of Burope 
generally, with the exception of tho interior 
of Russia, promises to be light. 
This canard 
Is circulated, of course, in the luterest of the 
speculators, who want to raise the price of 
grain. We can say that all our newspaper 
reports from Europe contain tho dlroct reverse 
of this statei^nL_______________

Without entering Into the question of the 
necessity of bathing and washing the multi­ 
tude, free of cost, in • great oity like 
ours, we may state that the Legislature 
has legalized 
the 
principle 
of plentiful 
washing, and that 
tho Common 
Council 
has appropriated fifty thousand dollars for 
the construction of two free bathing houses, 
one on the East and another on the North river 
side of the metropolis. 
It appears that noth­ 
ing has been done in the matter up to this 
lime. 
Neither the Street Commlssiouer nor 
the Mayor has bad leisure to devote to the 
subject all summer. 
Tho Mayor aays that os 
far as he knows no sites have been selected, 
nor have any plans been prepared for these 
public free baths. 
But he thinks that some­ 
thing will certainly be done by next summer. 
Meantime the mass of the people who cannot 
afford bathrooms in 
their domiciles must 
either go unwashed or brave the vigilance of 
the police If they should be tempted to take a 
surreptitious bath at or near any of our piers. 
It is a suggestive fact that In one police pre­ 
cinct last summer the captain bad to report 
thirteen hundred arrests of poor people, 
men 
and 
boys, 
who 
endeavored 
to 
clean themselves—contrary to law—by a dip 
in the river. 
And yet there was not then, nor 
is there now, any place where they can take 
a legal wash after their hard day’s labor In 
factories and 
workfjhops. 
The Board of 
Health Insists, and very properly, that the 
domiciles of the poor, which are mainly 
located in tenement houses, shall be kept clean 
and pure; bo^ how can this be done In the 
heated summer season If the occupants have 
no facilities for keeping their own persons 
oloan? 
It is evident, then, that this oity, like aimost 
every other all over the world, must provide 
free bathing places for its population. 
They 
are more needed here than in Albany, Phila­ 
delphia or Boston, where the system of free 
baths has been found to work with astonish­ 
ing benefit, not only to public health, but to 
public morals, 
because as 
cleanliness Is 
next to godliness, scare the lowest and most 
debasing vices always found to be the part­ 
ners of filth and uncleanllness. 
There is no 
city on the Continent which affords more facili­ 
ties for public baths than New York; henoo it 
is a disgraceful neglect that we are left so 
long without them, especially as provision has 
been made for their construction both by the 
Legislature and the Common Council. 
As to the proper location for these baths we 
should suppose there can be very little diffi­ 
culty. 
Of course tkey should be erected In 
tho vicinity of the most crowded parts of the 
city, where they are most needed. 
In the 
thinly populated wards up town they are not a 
necessity, because the masses of working 
people who require them reside In tho crowded 
lower wards.

Surprising and important as the develop- 


ments and influence of the magnetic telegraph 
have beerf, we have seen only the infancy—the 
first signs of the power—of this mighty agent 
of modern science and civilization. We under- 
stand there is a new and remarkable invention, 
an automatic system of self-telegraphing power, 
which will multiply eight or ten times the 
faculties of telegraphic commumcatiott over 
the present system. 
From the information we 


have received and from what we have seen 
there is reason to believa this is one of the 
moat astonishing inventions of the age and 
destined to produce a great revolution in the 
commerce, financial affairs, intercourse and 
social condition of the world. We learn, also, 
that the government will be asked to test this 
invention and to take control of and vise it for 
the public good. Congress, we hope, will not 
hesitate to investigate the matter and to make 
the necessary appropriation, first, to try the 
new system between Washington and New 
York, and then, if successful, to obtain the 
patent and give tbe whole country the benefit 
of it under government control. Congress 
never did a better thing than when it appro- 
priated thirty thousand dollars for putting up 
and testing the first magnetic telegraph line 
between Washington and Baltimore. What 
wonderful results have followed! Yet the 
opposition was so great that it took five years— 
tiiatis, from 1838, when tho Committee on 
Commerce first reported the bill, till 1843, 
when it was finally passed and signed by the 
President—to get this insignificant sum for 
trying the greatest invention then of the age. 
Let us hope our present Congress will prove 
itself more enlightened. It should pass at 
once on reassembling Mr. Washburne's bill 
appropriating sixty thousand dollars for an 
experimental postal telegraph line between 
New Fork and Washington, with an addition 
of any other sum, if necessary, to test on such 
line the new automatic system. 


It is known that tha object of Mr. Wash- 


burne and those who act with him in propos- 
ing an experimental postal telegraph line- is, 
if that should prove successful, to place the 
whole telegraph, system of the country under 
government control. This is the secret of the 
determined and powerful hostility of the exist- 
ing telegraph monopoly to his measure. 
It 


would not only be tho entering wedge that 
must break up this monopoly, but would show, 
probably, that in case of a proposition to pur- 
chase existing lines the government could con- 
struct belter onea for eight or ten millions of 
dollars less than the present companies would 
demand for their property. It is a curious 
fact that whan this invention of the magnetic 
telceraph was first brought before Congress in 
the way mentioned the idea wag to connect its 
operations with the postal system.

Some of the statesmen of that day seemed to 
have a prophetic knowledge of what the tele- 
graph would become. But how much moie 
applicable are their arguments to the present 
time and state of things than to the period 
when this invention was first usedl 
Every 


argument that can be made in favor of the 
postal service being in the hands of govern- 
ment applies to the telegraph. And who will 
say, except a few crazy theorists, that the 
postal system should be under private corpora- 
tions or individuals ? All governments take 
charge of letter communications between their 
own people and with foreign countries. Why 
not of telegraphic communications? 
This 


latter mode of communication has become as 
important and almost as universal as the for- 
mer, and with the improvements we have 
adverted to or that must shortly be made It 
will supersede to a great extent the business 
of the Post Office. 


But there to another and very important 


view to be taken of the use and power of the 
telegraph and the necessity of its being under 
government control. It mast become the 
great regulator of commerce, of financial ope- 
rations and of exchange. Few will take the 
trouble to write letters and wait the slow pro- 
cess of the mails when the facilities of tele- 
graphing are increased eight or ten fold. Tha 
time is at hand when almost all communica- 
tion will be by telegraph. Financial opera- 
tions will be revolutionized. The old system of 
exchange and the profits thereon will be abol- 
ished. People will communicate directly and 
freely with each other from one part of the 
country, or of the world, to another. 
The 


capital of commercial men will be more than 
doubled la use; for instead of waiting for the 
mails they can learn instantly of the accept- 
ance of bills or the payment and receipt of 
money, and can go to work with new opera- 
tions. Indeed, far less money or currency 
will ba needed. 
The financial operations and 


condition of the banks of 'New York, as 
exhibited daily by the Clearing House, where 
a hundred millions or so of transactions are 
represented or adjusted by a small balance of 
one or two millions, will show what an effect 
the telegraph may have in extending such a 
systouu to the whole country. The question 
arises here—and it is one which especially

should no longer be in the hands of private 
companies or individuals. Tha British gov- 
ernment has had tho sagacity to see this, has 
purchased the lines in England, and on the 
1st of January next will take entire control, 
in connection with the Post Office Department, 
of all telegraphic communications. The great 
nations hare moved slowly in this matter, and 
hare followed what the lesser ones—such as 
Belgium and Switzerland—Iiavw done before. 
All will have to corns to it in time. There is 
no other way of preserving the secrecy of 
communications inviolable, of preventing mo- 
nopolies from using the telegraph to the injury 
of the public, and of cheapening the transmis- 
sion of messages. The charges for telegraph- 
ing now ara enormous and out of all propor- 
tion to the capital actually invested in the 
lines. 
Under government control and in con- 


nection with the postal service they could be 
reduced to a fifiU the present rate. In every 
point of view, then, for the welfare of the 
public and interest of the government, Congress 
should at once establish the experimental line 
we hava spoken of and prepare the way for 
controlling the whole telegraph system of the 
country. 


Caasllfiou of t!ie Crops—Harvest Prospects 


at Hoaio and Abroad. 


The government in Washington ia in daily 


receipt of written returns relative to the all- 
important matter of the probable yield of the 
coming home harvest ia the supply of our two 
great national staples, corn and cotton. 
The 


official deduction, as at present inferred—but 
which may be materially altered by the in- 
fluence of sis or saven days of unvaried warm, 
ripening fall weather, coming after timely 
rains—is to the effect that the corn crop will 
be generally short, in decline of the supply as 
compared with that of the past year. Four- 
teen States—three Eastern, four Western and 
saven in the South and Southwest—exhibit the 
crop as equal to, or superior to, that of 1868 
at this date, while it is anticipated that the 
produce of the grain fields of Illinois and 
Indiana-will range from twenty-fire to thirty 
per cent less. In the two last named States 
the average expanse of acreage tinder cereals 
has decreased, a fact which should be borne 
in mind. In the West and S outhwest the crop 
will, it is thought, be below. New York, with 
the New England Stales, are also set down as 
promising a deficiency. Tesas, Kansas and 
Arkansas will, it is thought, go far to reduce 
the food balance as against the people, a corn 
crop largely in excess of that of 1868 being 
looked for in each. 


The prospect with regard to cotton is more 


cheering-, the condition ia all the States in 
which It is grown having improved since 
July. The cultivation has boen also much 
inors extensive. 
South Carolina and Ala- 


bama make the poorest returns, which may 
perhaps be accounted for by many existing 
local onuses. On the whola the appearance 
leads to the hope of a crop larger than 
that of last year. 
These facts with respect 


both to corn and cotton ara very consoling 
as evidences of the vast inherent wealth of our 
soil and the grand recuperative energy of our 
people—national blessings which, under God's 
providence, will ever maintain our independ- 
ence at'home and cause the peoples and gov- 
ernments of the Old World to look to us with 
confidence and hope and in a wholesome tona 
o! respect. 


The subject is rea'ly vital in Europe. 
Our 


cable despatches state that the grain crops in 
Great Britain are In the most favorable condition 
The late dry and warm weather has hastened 
the ripaning of the corn, and on the predica- 
tion of aa early and abundant harvest, much 
of which 13 already gathered, the advance in 
prices had been arrested. An attempt is made 
in the same despatches to create the idea that 
the grain crop on the Continent of Europe 
generally, with the exception of the interior 
of Russia, promises to-ba light. This canard 
is circulated, of course, in the interest of the 
speculators, who want to raise the price of 
grain. We can say that all our newspaper 
reports from Europe contain the direct reverse 
of this state-meat.

Without entering into tho question of tho 


necessity of bathing and washing the multi- 
tude, free of cost, in a great city like 
ours, we may state that the Legislature 
has legalized 
tho 
principle of 
plentiful 


washing, and that 
the Common 
Council 


has appropriated fifty thousand dollars for 
the construction of two free bathing houses, 
one on the East and another on the North river 
side of the metropolis. 
It appears that noth- 


ing has been done in the matter up to this 
lime. Neither the Street Commissioner nor 
the Mayor has had leisure to devote to the 
subject all summer. The Mayor says that as 
far as he knows no sites have been selected, 
nor have any plans been prepared for these 
public free baths. But he thinks that some- 
thing will certainly be done by next summer. 
Meantime the mass of the people who canaot 
afford bathrooms in 
their domiciles must 


either go unwashed or brave the vigilance of 
the police if they should be tempted to take a 
surreptitious bath at or near any of our piers. 
It is a suggestive fact that in one police pre- 
cinct last summer the captain had to report 
thirteen hundred 
arrests of poor people, 


men 
and 
boys, 
who 
endeavored 
to 


clean themselves—contrary to law—by a dip 
in the rivar. And yet there was not thoa, nor 
ia there now, any place where they can take 
a legal wash after their hard day's labor in 
factories and 
workshops. 
The Board of 


Health insists, and very properly, that the 
domiciles of the poor, which ara mainly 
located in tenement houses, shall be kept clean 
and pure; but how can this be done in the 
heated summer season if the occupants have 
no Facilities for keeping (heir own persons 
clean? 


It is evident, then, that this city, like almoat 


every other all over the world, must provide 
free bathing places for its population. 
They 


are more needed here than in Albany, Phila- 
delphia or Boston, where the system of free 
baths has been found to work with astonish- 
ing benefit, not only to public health, but to 
public morals, because as cleanliness is 
next to godliness, so are the lowest and most 
debasing vices always found to be the part- 
ners of filth and unoleanliness. There is no 
city on the Continent which affords more facili- 
ties for public baths than New York; hence it 
is a disgraceful neglect that wo are left so 
long without them, especially as provision has 
been made for their construction both by tho 
Legislature and tha Common Council. 


As to the proper location for these baths we 


should suppose there can ba very little diffi- 
culty. Of course they should be erected in 
the vicinity of the most crowded parts of the 
city, where they are most needed. 
In the 


thinly populated wards up town they are not a 
necessity, because the masses of working 
people who require them reside in the crowded 
lower wards. 


The fit place for the bath oa the East river, 


for instance, would 
bo somewhere within 


reach of the inhabitants ot the Fourth, Seventh, 
Sixth and Tenth wards, the two first of which 
front on the river and the other two having 
direct aecesa to it through Rooaevelt, James, 
Catharine, Market, Pike, Rutgers, Jefierson, 
Clinton and Montgomery streets. The bath 
on the North river might be located some- 
where within tbe precincts of the Fifth, Eighth 
and Ninth wards. These ara the most popu- 
lous parts of the city and aro Inhabited by 
just the class of people who most need the 
luxury of a bath and of whom just now that 
comfort and necessity is entirely out of reach. 


The river line on either side of this crowded 


portion of the city ia not so very long that 
some point on any of tho many wharves and 
piers could not be easily decided upon. We 
see no reason, therefore, why there should be 
any difficulty on the part of the authorities as 
to the locations for the free baths.

The Lute Executions at Memphis—A Savage 


Spectacle. 


We think the hanging of murderers a good 


thing a<» a wholesome check upon living vil- 
lains that way Inclined. Public executions, 
however, from Newgate to California, are 
demoralizing shows and public nuisances. 
From the account which we published yes- 
terday of the public hanging of two men 
for murder at Memphis, Tenn.—a white and 
a black fellow—the jeering crowd assembled 
to enjoy the sensation, whites and blacks, and 
their sayings and doings on the exciting occa- 
sion made up a savaga and shocking spectacle. 
We are told by our eye witness that it was a 
shameful sight to see so many women in the 
crowd, with curiosity so unbounded to see the 
modus operandi of the neck stretching ; that 
if the men elbowed the woman the women 
shouldered the men for a good view, and 
jeered and joked for the best places ; that two 
respectably dressed women, after the hanging 
of the first man, went up to the scaffold to see 
how the trap was fixed, and what threw the 
support from under the platform,-&c. ; that a 
more God-forsaken, heartless rabble was, peiv 
haps, never congregated together; that when 
the trap fell this delighted rabble set up a pro- 
longed cheering, that the handful of armed 
policemen present were run over and trampled 
under foot, that a barouche laden with women 
was by the pressure of ths mob upset in the 
dirt, women, horse and all, the boras in his 
fall seriously injuring a little child j that the 
alarm of a rescue created a stampede worse 
than Bull run, and that such a wreck of 
women's gear was never before seen; and that 
pickpockets did a fair business, the riff-raff of 
the crowd being considered. 


Now, our metropolitan readers may think 


this an exceptional case of a public execution, 
with all its barbarous accessories; but public 
hangings or decapitations are all substantially 
the same in these shocking exhibitions of the 
assemblages on such occasions, whether in the 
East or West, or in Europe or America. If 
such audiences are more orderly in Paris 
than anywhere else, It is because there they 
have a police system which is held in whole- 
some fear, and has trained the mob to a whole- 
some discipline. Throughout the United States 
the system adopted in this city, of the exclusion 
of th« public from executions of criminals, 
ought to bo the law.

Company in Ne.r York, who have been on a strike, 
had agreed to gx> to worfc, and to-morrow the bank 
note companies have promised to furnish tioo.ooo in 
currency, and to keep that supply up dally. The 
Secretary or the Treasury proposes to e xact a supply 
of $200,000 daily for the present ia order to maso up 
for lost time. The demands for fractional currency 
at tae present tune are so great, and tha amounts 
required so large, that to supply them wooid neces- 
sitate the issue of $200,000 a day for a year to coma. 
There Is a report here that the plate printers of tuo 
American Bans Note Company, which prints one side 
of the notes, are about to strfKe now that the other 
company's hand? nave agreed to go to worlc.

George B. McCartee. the head ot 
me Printing and Engraving Bureau of the Treasury, 
has notified the Secretary that withla ten days n» 
will be able to go on printing the currency and can 
turn out $200,000 a day. This will put an end to the 
inconvenience which the government has boon at 
through the failure of the bank uote companies to 
come to time.

Prof. C. F nartt's paper pointed out that tno 
bases or the gieat puieau of Brazil chieay consisted 
or a series of guelss and scliists of eozoic and nal- 
K.OZOIC age. The easteni border or the plateau was 
composed of gaelsioDe roclw similar in cuaiacter to 
thoso or ttte North American eozoic, to winch they 
doubtless belonged. Tins gneiss belt. wUlch ev- 
tended along Hie wuois coast, was thro»vu Into a se- 
ries or folds whicttcletermlned two mountain ranges 
tnat of the Sierra de Mar and the Sierra da Manti- 
qmera. The highest point in flra/il belonged to this 
range aud was called tue Peak of Italtaloasi and was 
about 10,0001 eet high. Prof. Hartt was of the oplaloa 
tliat the auriferous clay states weie lower siluuau 
and as possibly belonging to the Quebec groun' 
Whether a part or this grout) might be Devonian was 
doubtful, no Devonian rocks ha«ing yet been recoff- 
uizedia Brazil. Carboniferous strata with charac- 
teristic coal plaats ana beds or bituminous coal 
were found lu several basins oa the coast and the 
provinces or Rio (iranae aad St. Catuerina, ia tue 
southern part of Brazil. The cretaceous formations 
or the Brazilian coast showed evidences of dlsLurb- 
aiica. After the cretaceous formation nearly the 
whole piateau waa depressed. 
Over tne plateau 
were deposited very heavy beds or sauJatones and 
clays. After the land rose the sandstones were tre- 
mendously denuded and were deposited along tue 
coast beds or a similar character abnttlag against 
the edge or the plateau. These last iwds, together 
with tne wuolo plateau, were glac'j,ted and covered 
with drift. 


Professor Agasslz took some exceptions to the re- 
marks of Professor Gill on soma new species of 
fishes obtalaad in the valleys of tiie Maraaoa aaa 
Napo. EUJ aatd that each of the great Hydrographic 
basins or Brazil were occupied by different fauna! 
combinations. He gave a sketch of some ot his ex- 
plorations ia Brazl'. He aaa nis young friends nad 
round in. the rivers there aboat l, 800 species of flslies 
which was abont ten times as many as were known 
belore. It coula b9 geologically demonstrated cnac 
up to a comparatively recent period the rivers and 
watercourses in which these ashes were roana aid 
not exist, and consequently these fishes were of re- 
cent origin.

Their cloth- 
ing Is made in a laborious way ftom a yarn, twisted 
from the inner bark of a tree^ The Killing of 4 bear 
is considered the greatest leat a man can. perform, 
and the number of skulls of the animal exhibited ia 
a house is the mark ol distinction Of its 
owner. 
Their principal drink is a kind 
of 
rice whiskey. 
Wives 
are not 
boaght, 
but 
presents to their parents are exjiectetf.

Their language is perfectly independent, 
though a Japanese interpreter was successful In 
transmitting their Ideas to visitors. Their total 
number on all the islands Is estimated at from 
10,000 to li,OJO ihe only history extant or thain 
w Japanese, in whlcU they are described one hun- 
dred years before Christ as the hai/y people 
over the east sea. The Amos are there s^-id to bate 
been teiocious. and when wounded, worse thaa a 
bear. Mr. BlcKmore said they probably migrated 
rrom cental Asia, and closely resembjad the Arians 
m their general reatures.

W. p. Blake, who was Tor some tim» present among 
the Ainos* w»s that they originated oa tlie islands, 
where- they are found. He stated that they were 
skill ul workers In wood and their peculiar coarse 
clothing. They are perfectly at home m the moan- 
l»tns and upon the water, aa* aje the. only reliable 
Japanejs gnide<i. Tiielr cranial development is noon, 
and If relieved from oppression they would prove A 
superior race of mea. To* speaker was ol the opin- 
ion that they had rormstrlj emigrated, from Central 
Asia. Mr. BlcKmore knew of no other nattou that 
had anch peculiar, lo'-ifc and black hall.

On Thursday morniujr, at nine o'clock, tne prison 
ere Clarke Jones and l)enls Nelson, In charge of the 
cnicers of the law, left Waco and arrived at Marliu 
safely at lour r. M. The ofllcers and guard consisted 
ol Sheriff Morris, deputy Moore, R. B. Smith, jaile 
tJ&tcs, thirty United states soldiers, Sixth cavalry 
commanded by Ueuienant Sands, and a citizei 
guard numbering about twenty, mostly from Fall 
county. 
Tue prisoners made no effort to escape on the wsr 
nor was any attempt made to rescue them, tlmngl 
there Is a rumor that eighteen or twenty armed 
mounted uieu were seen m the Brazos bottom, near 
the road, soon after the prisoners had passed- If 
mieh is me case it is supposed taatihev rcjranSe'i ihe 
guiud as too slroiiis 1'or them am! therefore made no 
demonstration. At five o'clock Lieutenant ;=aa<;s 
issued the following order:—

Bnrlng the night, the prisoners remained in the 
court honse unner heavy military guard. In tiie 
morning the relatives of the prisoners were allowet 
to visit them in the presence of ouicers and guard 
Mev. John Carpenter, Methodist, of tne Marlin cir- 
cmt, was &IP.O r/rf-sent and offered prajer and conso- 
lations of religion to the prisoners and the af!licte<: 
relatives. On removing ihe shackles it was fount 
that en both Xe)son anJ Jones they had been liied 
Bearly of. 'I'he tiling was recent. 


A little before twelve tue relatives were ordered to 
retire preparatory to the last solemn journey of tue 
prisoners—to tue place of execution. Then a wai 
went op from -wife and children, and sisters and 
female irlenda, heartrending indeed. The wife am. 
)ntle chddren ol Nelson were present, and also a 
married sister of Jones, and oilier female friends of 
both prisoners, some ten or twelve in all. Mrs. 
Kelson appeared almost wild with grief; her eyes 
were dry, even the consolation of tears failed her 
In this hour ol terrible anguish. During the morning 
IsoursSelson continued murmuring pravers for Iiuo- 
eelf ami his family; his eyes were reddened with 
tears. Jones remained nearly motionless, with his 
eyes looking downward, and spoke civiiy and 
self-possessed to those who addressed him.- 


At twelve o'clock the solemn procession moved 
. rrom tlie court House towards the place of execu- 
tion In front, the citizen guard armed ana mounted, 
next the ambulance containing the prisoners, sur- 
rounded by the cavalry; next the people, men, 
"women and cluICren, a large portion ol whom were 
IMscks. 


THE CALLOWS 
liad been erected by Kr. Gates. It was about half a 
mile north of totvii ID a JiU'e inezqnit valley. Soon 
after arrival Hie prisoners ascended to the scaifoid, 
conducted by Sheriff Dickinson, of Falls county. Al 
the reqnest of Jones the officiating clergyman, Key. 
ft, F. Mattison, read the twentv-thlrd chapter of 
Luke, wlilch relates tne trial of Christ before j'i:ate 
eiujr which the reverend gentleman oil'ereil up ap 
jjropnate and solemn prajer, lie prvyeil rliat the 
dreadful and solemn occasion miirlit be blessed to 
the good of the vast assembly present, the commu- 
nity and the entire State: that tlie time \vouirt soon 
come when the State ivouM be as faaied for quiet 
and order and tne absence of violence as it wjis now 
lor the contrary. 


ON THE PLATFORM 
Jones stood firm and eiejt, without the movement 
of a uinseie aud face utsa-i-islicd. Ne":sori's ste,:s 
were more tottering and his demeanor more sub- 
dued, lie continued to pray, occasionally saying. 
"On, did 1 ever think l would come to this :" 
Kel- 
son was first asked If he had anything to say, to 
which, with a shake of the Head, he "responded. '"Xo. 
1 believe not." 
In answer to the same question 
Jones replied, In a firm voice, "Yes, sir, I have. 
I 


wish to say to the gentlemen here, and also to the 
ladies, that 1 am not guilty of the crime for winch 1 
atn 10 die to-daj'. I iiave never murdered a man lu 
Falls couniy. I acknowledge having shot at i;:cc. 
I am here because so many were afraid of me; rliey 
dar£ not allow me to escape. 1 have been accused 
ol Belonging to this and belonging to that' but you 
don't Know Clarke Jones. It is-uard to suffer In this 
way, 
l)o you think I could stand IID here and 
talk in this way if I was guilty? I never killed 
Jesse Howard, or Sam Howard." He continued to 
ppeat ror some minutes to the same effect, repeat- 
ing often, "1 have never committed a murder !ti 
J'aiis county.-" Towards the last his voice rose to a 
liighcr pitch and was slightly tremulous. 


Near the close of Jones' remarks Kelson said, in 
not a very loud voice, "All I nave to saj is, I thought 
1 was justified in doing what I did." 
lone'o: aiid"tl"e adjustment of the Booae." ^Aftei'tiTe 
black cap was drawn over their faces, Jones turned 
tin Tace towards where Sheriff Morris was standing 
on the ground and said, "Sheriff Morns, I wish yon 
would come up here aud sea that this rope is 
Bxed right, BO that an honest man can diu'ellsv. 
Sheriff Morris complied with the request and as- 
cended the ladder to the scaifoid. 


At precisely one o'clock all was ready; a moment 


of deathlike stillness aud breathless suspense, the 
trap Jell and the bodies of the two meu hung almost 
motionless in tiie air. 
A lew muscular contractions 
and all was over in this world wlin Ciarke Jones ana 
Duals Nelson. 


At the expiration of twenty minutes the attending 
physicians pronounced life extinct, and the bodies 
were cut down and placed in coffins. 
Jones was about, iwentv-Sve years of age, of stout. 


Jrallfl, and possessing a countenance indicative ol 
great resolution and daring. Most of his rciauves 
reside in Wood county, a married sister in Falls. 
He WOK convicted at the spring term of ihe District 
Court in Falls county, of tne murder of the Howard 
brothers on the 6th or June, 1S6S. An appeal was 
taken to the Supreme Court, but tue verdicD in the 
lower court was not disturbed. Sentence ot death 
was pronounced at tne iaie July session ol lite Dis- 
trict Court in I'alls by Judge A. J. IJvaus. 


Kelson was about thirty-live years of age, of 
rather slight figure and a counteuun.ce not unpre- 
possessing—had been for some time a resident of 
Falls county and until a comparatively late dale an 
exemplary member of the Methodist Church. 
He 
was convicted or the murder of Wallace in Fails 
county in February, 1SB9. 
The circauist-inces of 
the murder were of an aggravated character the 
murdered man being lu a buggy with his wife at the 
tum;. 


Ail ihe proceedings attending the solemn event 


Of to-day have l>cen uninterrupted aud orderiy.

iTProm the Louisville Kxnress, August 23.1 
The armory of the vt'adUell Grays was tiie scene of 
very considerable excitement Saturday night aua 
yesterday moraine. Saturday uiaht Major Allen re- 
ceived tm order to call ont the State Guard and nave 
a battalion in readiness to march. The order was 
immediately complied with. The Guard turned ont 
at the call to large numbers, and the bovs slept on 
their arms. Yesterday morning, no doubt in conse- 
quence of the great heat, a lew of the Guard not 
coming to time, were brought np by the corporal 
and at half-past nine o'clock, a special train being 
ready, the battalion, consisting ol the Watldell 
Grays, Thomas' Zouaves and Helm Guards, left Jor 
Uic scene of the diatmbance, under command ol 
Major Allen. 


The movement was kept as secret as possible until 
tne troops left, and then a thousand dinerent rumors 
floated around the city—little knots 01 people gath- 
ered here and there discussing the events of the 
night and morning. 
After making all possible 
efforts to arrive at an understanding of tlie matter, 
all that could be learned was that tne Governor 
had ordered these troops to Lebanon, 
in con- 
eequence 
of • disturbances—outlawry 
tn 
Ma- 
rion and adjoining counties, which the Sheriff with 
lits posse cannot successfully comliat. But, of what 
exact uatnre these disturbances are none can do 
more than conjecture. Whether these fresh scenes 
are by the same band of outlaws, for whose suppres- 
sion Ueueral H'oiford lately called ont the Guard 
or an entirely new set of miscreants, has not thus 
far been ascertained. Under the law the Governor 
Las the right to oner a reward for the capture of all 
sncn outlaws, or to suppress the disturbance by 
calling ont tbe state troops. That he has taken the 
latter course would seem to tndicateja eerions state 
of affairs. If ihere be good reasons for this military 
movement it is to be hoped the Guard will demolish 
the outlaws ana restore quiet, and that at tlie ear- 
liest possible moment. 


There Is some mystery In this affair which cannot 
be solved at the present writing. There is a.compa-. 
ny of Dnited State?troops at Lebanon, and no infor- 
mation has been received at headquarters in this 
city, of any disturbance requiring the intervention of 
the military, it (s probable, however, that the 
united States troops would not ie called out until 
The state authorities should find it impossible to 
repress any outbreak that may have occurred.

.'JM-oifA— Tliatm consequence of thiaffiistafce the wheel of 
the Continental was Blarooarded a littfowith the intention of 
ruSHing the approaching ressci on the starboard side; but as 
ttie Northampton had ported, and the vessels were approach- 
ing each other rapidly, the bow- of the Continental struck tbe 
port side of the Northampton at alreadv stated. 
From these facts it is obvious that the Northampton waw 
in fault in having no stern li^lst. Sbewas running in direct 
violation of Jaw, which rey-Jred her to have "a central 
ranr.e of two white lights." c U. S. Statutes at large, p. 22*, 
section 11.) But it h contended ih.it as those in charge or 
the Continental siw the bow and {^een lights of the 
Northampton they ought to have Known that she wai a 
steamer, and have poned'her wheel in obedience to the rule. 
1 his claim is put in on the ground that sailjug vessels in such 
inland waters carry no white lights at the bow, and that there- 
fore tbe alleged mistake was inexcusable. But I do not think 
this argument ought to prevail. The Northampton comes Into 
court clearly m fault, and the officers ofthe Continental allege 
that they were deceived and misled in consequence. They 
assert that they supposed her to be a sailing vessel, and had 
she beer, they woula cave undoubtedly cleared her by 
the course they took. It Is cot surprising that they did mis- 
late her, as the presence of a while light tor a short period of 
time on tbe forward part of a flailing vetsel cannot be an un- 
usual or extraordinary circumstance. It is a much.mnre 
likely thing to occur thnu for a steamer to be pursuing her 
course and rapidly approaching another gtsamer, with one of 
the lights required by the statutes hauled tlowc, and for some 
time, and that a critical one, wholly ont of eielit. 
But for this clear fault of the Northampton, which was 


well calciilate.1 to mis'ed, aud bv which tbe officers ot tbe 
Continental assert that they were "mislead, the latter would, 
in the event the collision had occurred as It did, bave been 
manifestly in the wrong and responsible in damages. It 
would have been herduty to have ported her wheel and each 
boat would bave passed on the port side of the other. Fail- 
ing in this, she would have been condemned as In fault. As 
it IB, though she made a mistake, 1 think, she was led into that 
error by the fault or tbe Northampton, and that therefore the 
latter has no claim acaingt her. 
I bave not examined the evidence very critically to see 
whether or not the Continental might not possibly have made 
such a manoeuvre after the Northampton's whittle sounded 
BO as to have cleared her. 
From the whole proof on these points I am satisfied that 


when this wbistic first sounded the vessels were very near to 
each other and the danger imminent. 
It Is a well settled rule in cases of collision that when a 
vessel bas been brought into danger oy the fault of another 
she will not be held to a rigid responsibility for errors com 
mined iu a moment of alarm, peril or pressing exigency.

J. Barr ana nugti smith.—PlainiifFiBa resident Vr 
Jlncinnali and asks for the appointment ol a re- 
ceiver. 
Tending the result of the suit, Mr. Fitzgerald made 
an application for a temporary injunction. He al- 
leses that in the years 1803,1864 and J865 large num- 
bers of Irishmen and their descendants, residents in 
the United Stales, conceived a plan or raising funds 
by common contributions, to be distributed ror the 
relief or tue people of Ireland. That iu execution of 
that plan several hundred thousand dollars were 
raised during said years, and that (J'Mahoney was 
a)>pomted trustee and agent for its distribution, ftrt 
whlcn service he was to receive a reward.

That about the 4tU of October, 
isos, and at various other times, plaintiff contributed 
sums to the fund amounting In the aggregate to 
$5,000. That O'Mahoney deposited a part of the 
fund entrusted to him with Belmont& Co. That 
subsequently the fund so deposited was, by order of 
the Court, delivered to Uarr and Smith, who nowhold 
it. That O'Mahoney Js endeavoring to get said innd 
Irom Barr and Smith, and threatens to appropriate it 
to purposes in violation of his said trust. That if he 
does so plaintiff will suiter Irreparable detriment," 
as u'Mahouey is financially irresponsible and unable 
tomakeiesfitutiou of the misappropriated fuuda- 
tbitBarr and Smith threaten in a certain contingency 
to pay over t-1e funds to O'Mahoney.

Stone, Crane and Smith were 
present and some informal discussion ensued, during 
which Dr. Stone declared that, having seeu in a two 
cent morning paper an exposure or the proceedings 
of the secret session held yesterday week, he was 
satisfied some person had violated confidence, aud 
unless the proceedings of the secret sessions were 
Kept from the reporters the Board rnlgut as weP hold 
onen meetings. Mr. Lincoln expressed indifference 
on tbe subject. 
Messrs. Uosworth, Brennan, Henry Smith and Ma- 
iiierre having arrived the Board was called to order, 
and after the reading of the minutes one of the mem- 
bers called up the subject of secret sessions. Dr. 
Stone expressed the same views that lie did in the 
informal meeting. There was so much confusion in 
the body that the exact laneuage of members could 
not be caught. The Doctor concluded Ills remarks 
by saying that he had learned that the proceedings 
of the secret meeting referred to had been divulged 
by the acting secretary. Mr. Hastings replied in 
his own defence that he had understood that every 
citizen had the right of access to any portion of the 
proceedings of the Board that was matter of record. 
Mr. Manlerre took the same view of the case. Dr. 
Stone responded that if such was the sense of the 
Hoard he should object to secret sessions. Mr. Bos- 
worth approved of private meetings; there were 
cases in which the public should not be informed of 
tlie action of the Board, and among them he clt«J 
cases of reported contagious diseases, which should 
be kept back so as not unduly to alarm the public. 
Mr. BRENNAN inquired what object the Board had 


In view by discussing this matter. 
- J)r. STOKE again explained that the most invio. 
!ab!e secrets of the executive sessions of the Board 
had been divulged. 
Dr. SwiNBBRNii moved the following resolution:- 
Resolved, That no private meetings of this Bonn! shall 
hereafter be held for toe transaction of business of such a 
nature- as necessarily constitutes a part of its records. 


A brief discussion followed on this resolution and 
it was tabled, all the members voting in the negative 
with the exception of Messrs. Breimau, Lincoln aud 
Swinburne. 


KEROSENE OILS.

The Inquest on tlie body of Ellen Calver, a luenibc 


of the United Society of Shakers, at Xew Lebanon 
who committed miietde by drowning herself on th< 
5tli of June last, winch was adjourned from August 
to August 24, was commenced in the town of New 
Lebanon, at tne hotel of Mr. Fields, at Lebanon 
Springs, yesterday. A very large number of person 
were present, including guests at me hotel and resi 
dents of the town. Tbe Coroner was Hiram Allen. 


The first witness called was Benjamin Gates, on 


of tbe trustees of ibe Shaiter Society, a man uulver 
sally respected, and a very inlclligcnt witness. H 
testified he was at home on the day of tbe suicide 
when Ue got to the pond took an empty barrel an< 
helped place tlie body-oil the same, but an attempt 
at resuscitation were of no avail; the body wa 
token to the hospital of tbe Shakers, wiiere an in 
(ittest was held by Justice Bull, of xcw Lebanon ou

The witness continued—l beileve I have had a 
oommunjca'.lou with Ellen since tie- death: part or 
her coBimumcation was written down by me; 1 pave 
it to iny brother; ehe told me that she would "not 
have caused us (the Shakers) so mueli trouble for six 
thousand worlds, and said she felt strange as she 
stood bv the water and wanted to jump riglit in, but 
something held her back and sue knew no more 
until the water struck her face; 1 nave had no doabt 
about her deatn since the communication to me: she 
never c^predsed dissatisfaction with the Shakers; I 
hart a communication last wiut«r from the Spirit 
Vf orld; I was awaccned early in the morning ov a 
loud whispering In my ear of tae word "JJanbnrv," 
a word wnlch 1 had never before heard and never 
saw in print, to my knowledge; this was repeated 
m my ear tlUQe times; not knowiujr any siicli word 
1 could not comprehend tlie meaning or the Spirit, 
and immediately thereafter the Spirit saiii to rue, 
"Wait until next week—l«oK in the papers;" I did 
so according to the direction ana found tnat there 
had been a terrible Hood at nanburv, three or four 
persons having been drowned.

Veneration, 
HrmneSB, aelf-eBtcem, with larpc hope, were predominant in 
her phrenological character. She was highly esteemed by the 
Sbater family to which «he belonged, a.nd of which ihe 
"had already become a member, RS well as by her parents, 
brothera aud Blstcie- Her apirltual organization was lar^e, 
which sometimes led her to plca^nt illuminations whik- in 
the family worubip- Theso conditions increased upon iter, 
creatly lo her Dlcapuro und Dn.tiafaction, but not alwajK no 
ihucli KO to her surrounding friends. Suitable caution was 
often dealt out iu conmel at varloua times lo balance her 
growing propensity for spirit communion; care wan taken 
that she should not be exposed to grow melancholy, as ebe 
was some inclined lo be, and all thai eoulu excite such a con- 
dition was carefully avoided.

The funeral was attended on Tuesday following, June 8. 
not only by our own ShaKer family, but by friends aud nftigh- 
bors outside and her brofcher from" a distance. The corpse 
was encased in a neatly made, unstained eollln, according to 
our usual piactlce (as we never stain our cotflna nor orna- 
ment them with plates and trlmmiuca, but make it. neatly 
jointed, plain case and of the whitest wood we can eeetirt). 
It was interred with our usual ceremonies. 


On July 28,1809,after Feren weeks" interment, the body 
wasexlumiedby order of Coroner Allen, of Chatham, who 
was duly uotltied of the demise of Ellen Calrer, as wo are 
told, by » near neighbor to the Shakers. Vt. Salmon made 
au ezanjluation of the corpse to the satisfaction of the pre- 
siding jury, none of whom reside In the Community of 
Shakers. No marks of violence were found on the body. 
Kdward Fowler, on behalf of the" Shaker Society, directed 
t!i»t further examination should he made, which wan done 
and we were assured that nothing appeared to nueatlon Iho 
fact that tbe deceased had lived a virtuous life according to 
the known profr-tolon of virgin purity of the society of which 
she wasa member.

went— How £bnil Discipline be Enforced? 


[Prom the Albany Argus, Aupist U.] 


A special committee of the rrieoii Association and 
the Inspectors of State Prisons held a conference 
yesterday in Ihe Senate Chamber, with reference to 
ttie manner of enforcing discipline lu tho State 
prisons. There were present State 1'rison Inspectors 
solotuoa Scueu, David B. McSeii and JoJm Ham- 
mond, and the r$llowi.pg members of tie special 
committee feferrea to:— ProK-Sso'r T. W. Dwight, 
chairman; Governor Hoffman, Comptroller Alien, 
Judge Edmonds, John Ktanton (louid, Gavlord B. 
uubbeu, Dr. Criscom, Dr. K. C. Wines, and (iideoa 
Haiues as a corresponding member. Dr. Wolf, of 
Clinton, and Agent ana Warden Nelson, and Dr. Col- 
1111.1, of Slug Suig, were also present. 
1'rofessor UWIUHT stated that tills meeting had 
been called at tue suggestion of l)r. Wiues, the Cor- 
responding Secretary of tbe Prison Association, to 
confer with tlie prison authorities aud prison offi- 
cers in relation to the present condition of our State 
prisons, and called upon Dr. Wiccs to more fully 
(state tbe objects of the meeting. 
Jjr. WINES said that it had oeeu believed that tho 


effect of the law passed last winter abolishing cer- 
tain punishments in our State prisons had some- 
thing to do with the recent troubles m the State 
prisons. Under this impression the Executive Com- 
mittee or the Prison Association bad corresponded 
with the State i'rison Inspectors, asking tiiem if a 
conference ou their pan would be acceptable. Gene- 
ral Hammond, the president of the Hoard, responded 
that such a meeting would oe very agreeable. A 
special committee was appointed to meet me In- 
spectors, and the retult was this conference. He 
would noS suggest just what course should be piif- 
aued now, but thought some organization mgbt be 
necessary.

Governor HOFFMAN Eoggesteil tbat tbe conference 
be conducted informally, lie saw 110 necessity for a 
formai onranizauo'n. . 
Inspectors Hammond acd McNeil. Judge Edmonds 
and Gould concurred ID the Governor's suggestion. 


The GOTEKSOR said he would be glad to Uear a 
statement of the condition of tlie prisons from the 
officers in charge. 
Inspector HAMMOND snld be was m charge of the 


Auburo Prison, and be was free to admit, that the 
discipline was not what it should be. or what u Had 
beeu lu former years. The law auolisluuj: punish- 
ment bad proved disastrous- The prisoners bad the 
upper band of the officers in many cases, and aats 
ol insubordination were frequent. 
The Keepers 
were afraid of their lives. 
While the prisoner 
was to be1 governed by force, tiie law of force 
was repealed, and there appeared to be no 
remedy. 
Solitary 
cotiflBCineat 
in dark cells 
was now tne only resort, and that he believed 
to be tbe worst kind of punishment for the 
convict. He could tell from the bad air in the csll 
how long a man had been looted up. But the con- 
victs did not care for it, and in many cases they 
preferred to remain in confinement. There must be 
some mode of punishment or you could not have 
order, tt was the repeal of the law abolishing tne 
moae or punishment that bad been the main cause 
of tbe recent revolt*. The convicts declared that 
the law was ou their side and tbat outside sympathy 
was also with them, and nence they would do as 
they pleased. When last at Auburn he saw twelve 
jnen in solitary confinement and only one of the 
twelve asked to be released, lie was convinced that 
some mode of puitisiimeut was necessary to prevent 
results still more disastrous than had yet occuneu. 
There must be rigor somewhere. 
sir. MCSBU. said he was in cBaree of the OHuton 
Prison. Tbe discipline there was tolerably good. 
The loct-up mode of punishment was the only ob- 
stacle in the way. He was in favor of some sharp, 
cruicK punishment , that would not iuiure the convict, 
but tbat would force him to perform his duty. Such 
means must be hail, or there could be no discipline. 
Convicts were now defiaut- They assaulted teepere, 
and dared them to apply punishment. The prison 
oificcrd were helpless and in danger'of their lives 
every hour. Some means musi. be devised and 
allowed to compel the convicts to obey the ruies. 
Inspector Scheu was in charge of the Slug Sing 
I'lison. De could add but little to what had already 
bceu said, but concurred fully in the opinions ad- 
vanced by ins colleagues. There had been revolts 
at. Slug Sing, but he douDled whelher they would 
have occurred if means ol punishment had been lelt 
to the prison officers. The convicts had said that 
t he meat was bad, but he bad examined tbe wbole 
matter and found the complaint, uufounded. The 
whole trouble arose from the abolition of the law 
giving power to punish, order was now restored at 
King King, but it had been brought- anout by almost 
superhuman exeriione. 
Jar. NELSON, agent and warden at Sing Sing, con- 
curred in what had been said by other gcutlemen. 
There would have Been no revolt u the means of 
punishment had been continued. Within a day 
after tbe law was paused abolishing punishment a 
degree of uneasiness was manifest among the con- 
victs. The organization of the revolt commenced at 
that time and continued up to the outbreak. lithe 
shower bath had contiuncd the whole affair could 
bave been arrested. But as nolning but tbe darS 
cell could be used, the hardened couviel cared noth- 
ing for it. Anol her trouble was I bat there was an 
Insufficient guard at, Sing Sing. 
For instance, 
there were 250 couvicts at the quarry, under three 
or four guards. It was a wonder that more did not 
escape.- In many cases the convict would relent 
before placed in the shower baili. Someihins had 
been said about huugmg convicts on boobs. He 
had eccn a case where a man had been on the hooKs 
for six hours and would theu siug aud dance. Soli- 
tary confinement was a bad means of punishment 
and was not effective. A bout tinny of the leauers 
of the late revolt were now in confinement. In an- 
swer to a question of Governor JUolfmau Mr. Nelson 
said tbat tue leaders of tbe late revolt were limited 
to about thirty. 
jnspecior MCNKII, and inspector HAMMOVD said 
,hat there had been no revolts or outbreaks at Clin- 
ton or Auburn. They agreed that there was a worse 
clses of convicts at Sing Sing than at either of the 
other prisons. They knew nothing or the law abol- 
ishing punishments until it was passed. 
Judge EDMONDS said the law originated with the 
complaints made in the newspapers about the 
shower balhs, anfl the public sympatby was aroused. 
He was surprised to Hud tbat the law took effect im- 
mediately alter Its passage, thus leaving the prison 
otncers helpless. Certainly, some time should bave 
been given to devise some oilier modes. 
Governor HOKI--M AN Bald he had some doubts about 
signing the bill, but he was satisfied tliat public sen- 
.iuient demanded It, and tiie sooner ttie trial was 
uade to govern bad men without punishment tbe 
jetter. The extreme object of the law would cure 
itself, as the result had now shown. 
Judge KUMON us thought the Governor had acted 
wisely. It uow gave an opportunity for comparing 
views on tue subject, aud lor Uie adoption of proper 
means forprison government. Ke agreed with the 
3overnor time the evil of the law would correct 
Itself, and thus aood would be accomplished. 
Inspector XiAMuONU said the -prisoners at Sing 
Sing were more exposed limn at other prisons, 
as there was no protection wall as at Auburn and 
Clinton. It was a wonder that there were not more 
escapBbSthere ou that account. 


Mr. HtiBBSLi. spoUe at some length mtb reference 
to prison discipline iu England and Ireland, aud 
with reference to the reformatory processes em. 
ployed, 


Professor DWIGBT followed lu favor of reformatory 
processes as far as possioie. AS a reward for good 
behavior he would allow convicts to converse to- 
;ct.ber. 
Air. GotJi.1) said it was Important that the prison- 
ers should have confidence in tue officers. 


Mr. HUBBKU. spoKe at length with reference to 
Relocation and history of the Sing Sinn Prison. 
[t was badly located, badly constructed, and It was 
overcrowded. He doubted whether good discipline 
could ever be maintained there. It was too near the 
river and tbo railroad now ran within & few rods of 
the main building; there walls were damp and tbe 
cells too small; the was no partition wafi. 
Great 
changes must be maae in the cousiructlon and loca- 
tion of the Institution beiore good discipline could 
be maintained there. 


Dr. COM.U.S, of Sing Slna (Prison, concurred In 
the views that had been expressed. He objected to 
solitary continenieut as a means of punishment on 
account of Us physical effect upon the convicts. He 
made it a point to Inspect the meat given to con- 
victs before and after it was cooked, and all com- 
plaints ou the euuject were unfounded. 
This fie 
Knew from actual observation. 
Dr. WOLF, of Clinton, condemned the use! of the 
ceil as a means of punishment, and that waa ail the 
neani left by tbe law. He thought there should be 
some uniform means of punishment: adopted for the 
prisons. Some mode of punishment imiat be used- 
t was impossible to get along without it. 
Judge EDMONDS called attention to tbe laws of 
.847, which authorize the inspectors to construct 
cells. Se called upon Comptroller Allen for infor- 
mation ou the subject. 


Comptroller ALLEN said there were no fonds in 
the treasury for that purpose. In fact, the prisons 
were now running on borrowed money. Tbe *geht 
aud wardens of tha prisons did not have the means 
necessary to make needed improvements and to 
iroperly carry on the institutions under their charge. 
.'he Legislature had not provided sunicieni. means 
or these purposes, and the consequence waa that 
He prisons were run without law. in consequence 
»f this the prison officers and the Comptroller were 
embarrassed. 
He thought eome reforms were 
needed in tlie management of our prisons; but oe 
did not see how they could be readily reached. We 
must take things as tUey arc, and do tbe best we 
u. 
Mr. HAINKS, of Massachusetts, spoKe at some 
cnglh on the general principle of prison discipline 
and management, He said in the first place our 
nsons should be so constructed that when a man 
ntered within the wails he would feel tbat mere 
was no possible means of escape. That was the 
Treatest means to enforce discipline thnt could be 
idopted. 
Dr. Gmscoiireaa an interesting paper on prison 
jianagement. 


Judge EHMONDS suggested the appointment or a 
omrnmee to maKe a thorough examination of the 
>risoiis, and have a report ready on the Bret meeting 
>1 tbe Legislature. This would save time and give 
lie Legislature Information upon which action could 
je taken at once. He suggested that the present 
pecial committee resign, and that Oovernor Hoff- 
man be requested to appoint a committee of tnree, 
which committee should be adopted by the Associn- 
lon. Such a committee would have power to ad- 
minister oaths and take testimony. 
Professor DWKJUT thought there was a common 
•round upon which tne Prison Association and tlie 
Dspecton of state Prisons could stand. The? could 
o to tlie Leglsture and s»y that certain things are 
cqnlred of prison officiate which cannot be carried 
ut. We will ask the Legislature to give UB proper j 
riaon bulldmge-such "trucinres a« Twill secure tbo 
nwmer.
